New Planet 


JAPANESE astronomers aroused 
I 
the curiosity of the world 
when they reported sighting 


a new planel 
estimated to be 


larger than the earth and 180,000,- 
000 miles distant from it. The av- 
erage layman knows little of as- 
tronomy but everyone is interest- 
ed in every seep of progress made 
on the study ot that science. 


The new solar 
body lies in a 


space \vhere a planet is missing in 
the regular system which includes 
all the planets except Neptune. The 
gap in the series is occupied by 
great numbers of asteroids and 
planetoids, which are sometimes 
thought to be the fragments of a 
planet which came to a bad end 
and are sometimes considered the 
remnants of raw material which 
failed to coalesce into a globe of 
planetary magnitude. 


Perhaps the new planet will be 


found to be an 
unusually large 


member of this wandering host. It 
is undersized for a true planet, Lhe 
next one lying beyond the orbit of 
Mars being 1390 times larger than 
the earth. But it is large enough 
to be given a more dignified de- 
scription than planetoid.

duplicate the 
discovery of the 


ninth planet. Pluto. It gave signs 
of its existence long before it was 
actually seen.

Still 
another trouble causing some dam- 
age is tip burn which is caused by 
severe heat. 


To combat the ravages of potato 


insects and diseases, he points out, 
it is best to spray with Bordeaux 
mixture at weekly or 10-day inter- 
vals This mixture consists 
of 4 


pounds of copper sulfate, 6 pounds 
of fresh June, and enough water to 
make 50 gallons of spray. If suck- 
ing insects are present, it is a good 
idea to add 2 pounds of arsenate to 
each 50 gallons of spray. During 
extremely hot weather it is also 
best to add 2 pounds of lime to 
each 50 gallons of spray.
